SAX 
FRANCISCO, JSLarch 2 3 . — F o r t y 
lives are believed to have been lost 
a few miles outside the (•*olden Gate 
by the capsizing of the bark Helen 
W. Almy during the storm which 
has been raging off the coast for the 
last two or three days. 


Twenty-seven of those lost were 
passengers bound for Cooper River 
ports and other points in the Alas- 
kan gold fields. The other thirteen 
were the captain and crew of the 
vessel, 
which left this port Sunday 
night. 


The first intimation of the wreck 
was brought here yesterday by Cap- 
tain Alexander of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship company's steamer San- 
ta Nosa, who reported that early 
this morning, 
while nine miles où" 
Point Bonita, at the mouth of the 
(iolden Gate, he sighted a derelict 
bottom up. 


The tug Sea Witch was dispatched 
to the pi)int indicated, and found 
the derelict to be the Helen W. 
Almy. 


The bark lay upon her 
starboard 
side with her stern low down in 
the water, her deck hamper 
badly 
wrecked and several planks of her 
hull washed loose by the seas which 
broke over her. 
While there 
were 
no signs of boats among the wreck- 
age, it is not believed that her pas- 
sengers and crew escaped by ])utting 
oft" from the vessel in them, 
as 
there has been a very heavy sea for 
several days past. 
Furthermore, 
no word has been received from the 
survivors, if any exist, although the 
derelict was sighted within ten miles 
of the shore, and fully forty-eight 
hours have passed since the wreck 
occurred.

It is gratifying to note that mat-

Some time ago there were signs of 
rocks ahead and it looked as if the 
organization was going to become 
stranded. 
But all the evil omens 
have passed and it is now safe to 
say that there is not a minor league 
in the country with better prospects 
than this same league that we have 
just set out to talk about. 


Well, reports that are coming 
from the various iñaces of the cir- 
cuit state that the prospects never 
were brighter than they are just 
now. 
Manager Torreyson, who has 
taken hold of the Grand Rapids 
club, states that there will be suc- 
cess at the end. 
If this prediction 
is true then the league will be all 
right. 


One of the most difficult things 
that leagues like the Inter-State 
have to cope with is the getting of 
money to put a teajn on the field at 
the beginning ot the season. 
There 
is a diffidence at the time on the 
part of the capitalists interested to 
advance the necessary cash to get 
things into running order simply 
because of the great uncertainty of 
the game all round. This is natural. 
We find it often in larger leagues 
than the one in question. 


But with a few minutes' reñec- 
tion it will be seen that there is a 
much better prospect this year for 
the little league than there was last 
year at this time. 
All the experi- 
ence of last year is at hand to take 
hold of as a guide the people of the 
circuit have become attached to 
baseball; they have become more 
familiar with their respective teams 
and therefore have a greater pride 
in them and consequently a greater 
interest in the race that is to take 
place among the teams. The officials 
have got their work down to a finer 
point, despite the fact that they did 
admirably last season. 
Altogether 
the league is more of a household 
word today in the cities that com- 
pose it than it ever was. 


Now, these are considerations that 
cannot be overlooked in figuring on 
the outcome of the next season. 
They ought to encourage those who 
are financially with the clubs to a 
greater enthusiasm than has been 
in some cases. 


The league in question has been 
well managed and it contains many 
players who are truly excellent, and 
this respect the league is more 
promising today than it ever was. 
This should prompt the persons who 
are more interested in it to see that 
there is less rowdy conduct among 
its players than there was last year. 
To be sure, there was no no more in 
this league than any other, 
but 
what is meant is that the league 
should be thoroughly in line with 
the major league in the attempt to 
quell this rowdy conduct on the ball 
field. 
Managers ought to abide by 
what they have agreed to do.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The re- 
port of the republican sub-commit- 
tee of the house committee on 
banking and currency was laid to- 
day before the full republican mem- 
bership of the committee. 


This sub-committee, which was 
appointed a month ago to report a 
general banking and currency meas- 
ure, consists of McCleary, of Minne- 
sota, chairman ; Mr. Price, of Illi- 
nois, and Mr. Mitchell, of New 
York. 


The bill they have reported is en- 
titled "A bill to provide for 
strengthening tho public credit, for 
the reli<^f of the United States treas- 
ury and for the amendment of the 
laws relating' to national banking 
associations. 


The method of dealing with the 
greenbacks is not by direct retire- 
ment, but by the substitution of a 
legal tender note, which the banks 
are required to assume and for the 
redemption of which they are re- 
quired to find the gold so long as 
they are conducting a solvent 
business 


The principal provisions of the 
bill are as follows : 


1. A division of issue and re- 
demption is established in the treas- 
ury, for which the secretary of the 
treasury is authorized to set aside 
the general cash balances in [excess 
of !?50,000,000. 


This excess on March 17, 1898, 
was $176,139,532. 
United States 
notes received by this division for 
redemption in gold are to bo can- 
celled and retired in proportion as 
certain substitute currencj^ is is- 
sued. 
No note redeemed in gold is 
to be again paid out except under 
exceptional conditions. 


2. National banks are required to 
assume the current redemption of 
United States demand notes in or- 
der to obtain circulation based upon 
their commercial assets, A new 
class of notes, called national re- 
serve notes, IS to be issed in lieu of 
legal tender notes deposited by the 
banks with the treasury, and these 
reserve notes are to be redeemed up- 
on demand by the banks out of the 
redemption fund which they are re- 
quired to maintain in gold. 
These 
reserve notes are not treated in any 
respect as bank notes, because the 
banks are not liable for their ulti- 
mate redemiition, 


3. The basis of national bank 
note circulation will eventually be 
the commercial assets of the bank, 
but this will be reached only after a 
series of years, 


4. National banks are to be per- 
mitted to issue currency notes upon 
their 
commercial 
assets to the 
amount of the reserve notes issued 
to them in return for deposits of 
United States notes, 


5. Treasury notes issued under 
the act of July 11, 1890, are to be 
dealt with eventually upon the same 
"basis as United States notes, 


6. A tax of 2 per cent, is levied 
upon currency notes issued in ex- 
cess of 60 per cent, of the capital of 
any national bank and of G per cent, 
when in excess of 80 per cent, 


7. The national currency notes 
based upon commercial assets ar6 to 
be secured by a bank note guaranty 
fund, made up by the contribution 
in gold coin of five per cent of the 
entire circulation of the bank and 
provision is made for replenishment 
of this fund within certain limits, 


8. The national reserve notes will 
continue to bo legal tender until re- 
ceived into the treasury from failed 
and liquidating banks, when liability 
for them will be assumed by the 
government and they will be re- 
deemed and cancelled, 


9. Standard silver dollars are to 
be redeemable in fold, but silver 
certificates are redeemable only in 
standard silver dollars. The parity 
of silver with goldjis secured by a 
gold redemption fund. _ 


10. Silver oeiibificat«s are heee^ 
after to be issued only in demominar 
tions of $1, 12 and $5. Legal ten- 
demotes, reserve notes and cu^ency 
are not to be issued in denomina-

death of Jacob Hillegass, a man 
who for more than half a century 
had been 
prominently 
identified 
with the affairs of Allen county and 
northern Indiana. 


Jacob Hillegass was born Febru- 
ary 7, 1818, in Montgomery county, 
Ohio. 
He was united in marriage 
May 2»j, 1841, in Butler county, 
Ohio, to Miss Lucy A. Powell. Sev- 
en children were born to them, five 
of whom survive him, as follows : 
Jerry, 
Hezekiah, Mrs. S. J. Stahl, 
Mrs. S. B. McManus and Mrs. L. A. 
West. 


The deceased 
came to 
Allen 
county April 14, 1843, and located 
at Huntertown, 
w^here he has ever 
since lived, and has devoted the 
greater part of his life to farming. 
He was among the most successful 
and ent^^rprising farmers of north- 
ern Indiana and was in the advance 
guard of progressive 
agriculture. 
His home, near the village of Hun- 
tertown, is well known as being of 
the most beautiful places in the 
country. 


His educational advantages were 
somewhat limited but he availed 
himself to the utmost of his school 
privileges and throughout his long 
life was an eager student, an earnest 
seeker after knowledge and was a 
true promoter of education and gen- 
eral progress, acting his part nobly 
m life's great drama. 


Mr. Hilligass held many positions 
of trust, the last being the office of 
county commissioner, to which lie 
was elected in October, 1860, and 
re-elected three years later, serving 
in that capacity six years. 
He was 
noted among his constituents as a 
man of energy, marked decision of 
character and of the most unfiincu- 
ing integrity. 
He was a communi- 
cant of the Presbyterian church for 
fifty-five 
years and was a faith- 
ful and consistant 
member of 
this society—universally liked and 
resi>ected, and a man without an 
enemy. 
For the past year he has 
been in failing health, his illness be- 
ing a complication 
diseases. 
Since New Year's Mr. Hillegass had 
been a great but jiatient sufferer, 
until called 
to. liis reward 
funeral will take plai-e Saturday 
1: 30 p. in., from the Cenietry clnircli 
at Huntertown.

by a letter which reached Secretary 
Long last Saturday, being brought 
to this city by Lieutenant Blow. 


"The verdict of the court, while 


finding that the ship was destroyed 
by an external explosiop, does not 
locate th« exact cause, and' there- 
fore throws only a general respon- 
sibility upon Spain. 


"President McKinley hasnow fully 


decided what he will do concerning 
the report of the court. 


'The document itselt is expected to 


reacn Washington Thursday even- 
ing. 


"By Saturday it is believed a mes- 


sage will be put upon the wires to 
General Woodford, informing him 
fully of the nature of the verdict, 
and instructing him-to present the 
matter to the Spanish government 
for any reply it may wish to make. 


' 'At the same time Spain will be ex- 


pected to make a prompt and satis- 
factory reply, and upon the char- 
acter of her reply the president will 
base his further action. 


"On Monday the report and all the 


testimony on which It is baaed will 
be sent to congress,aocompanied by a 
message from the president. 


"The message wilt be short. It will 


recite the facts, the reason why the 
Mains was sent to Havana, the cir- 
cumstances surrounding her visit, 
and the efforts which have been 
made to arrive at the truth concern- 
ing her fate."
